WHERE 
GORY FIGHT TOOK 
PLACE 
Chicago, June 29. — (UP) — The 
Imprints of bullets that were intend­ 
ed for Marty Durkin, Chicago’s most 
handsome killer, were exhibited to- 
| day to the jury upon whose should­ 
ers rest M arty’s fate. 
The jury was 
taken from the court room out to the 
south side garage in which Durkin 
shot it out with Edward C. Shanahan, 
the government 
agent, 
whom 
he 
killed, rather than submit to arrest. 
Lee Porter, owner of the garage and 
an eye witness to the duel, will point 
out the marks where Shanahan’s bul­ 
lets crashed into the wall. 
Porter testified in court yesterday 
that it was Durkin, in his 
belief, 
who shot first and that 
Shanahan 
did not open fire until he was wound­ 
ed. 
From the positions of the bul­ 
let holes in the wall the jury is to 
decide for itself whether this version 
of the duel is correct. 
Durkin, under double guard, plain­ 
ly lost some of his bravado, as Porter 
told of the death scene. 
His fingers 
twitched nervously and he 
ruffled 
the sleek, black hair, of which he is 
so proud, with hands that he seemed 
unable to control. 
The state was 
striking one of its hardest blows to 
Durkin’s defense, making it plain to 
the jury through Porter's lips that 
Marty shot first. 
If (fie trip t(T Porter’s garage does 
not consume too much time, addi- 
tonal witnesses will be called this af­ 
ternoon as the state has now indi­ 
cated several days will be required 
to complete its case.

SENATE SPENT THREE WEEKS 
WRANGLING OVER FARM 
RELIEF METHODS

Washington, Juno 29 
The senate 
convened an hour earlier today, pre­ 
pared to take final action on farm 
legislation to make possible adjourn­ 
ment. of congress within a week. 
Indications were that the senate’s 
three weeks of wrangling over ways 
to help the farmer 
obtain 
better 
prices for his products would conn 
to naught. 
In tills event, the issue 
will be transferred to the polis in 
November. 
The F crh farm loan hill, 
recommended by President Coolidge, 
was scheduled to come to a vote late 
toduy, but administration senators, 
who hack it, expressed the belief It 
would he defeated by a coalition of 
the farm bloc and the 
democratic 
group. 
Other farm hills with the 
exception of an unopposed co-opera­ 
tion measure, were expected to suf­ 
fer the same fate. 
Senator Lenroot, republican, Wis­ 
consin, has withdrawn bis substitute 
bill, making one Jess to in* consider­ 
ed. 
The minor co-operative farm bill, 
not regarded as a relief measure, to 
which all other farm hills were sub­ 
mitted as amendments, was expected 
to be passed. 
Senator McNary, republican, Ore­ 
gon, b ad e r of the farm bloc and co­ 
author of tho Dawes McNary-Haug- 
en hill, m a d e known today he would 
revive his bill at the December ses­ 
sion. 
Farm er senators are convinced It 
is th*; only measure offering relief to 
the farmers. 
They oppose the Fess 
plan on the grounds ll “ will get the 
farmer into debt” and that ll falls to 
deal with the problem of surpluses, 
which they blame for 
agricultural 
depression* 
Democrats, seeing an opportunity 
to 
embarrass 
t h e 
administration, 
have been 
doubly 
convinced 
the 
measure holds nothing for t h e farm- 
jr. 
Even if the Fess hill should be en­ 
acted, certain farmer senators have 
indicated th e y would take th** stump 
this fall with the
